ion are wise and right in deciding that your new home shall be built to your order. Contrary to the 
belie: of many, to do so need not be more expensive than to buy a used home or a new one already built. And 
through forethought in all the details of planning, you can make your built-to-order home a true economy in 
that it will fit the changing and expanding needs ot your family for many years to come. When you consider 
today’s financing terms, which present the greatest credit opportunity ever offered to own your own home, 
and when you realize that if you are paying as little as $20.00 a month rent, you could own a home costing over 
$3,000.00 in ten years, you cannot fail to be convinced that now is the time to build! Following are hints to 
help you in the realization of your dream! 


Care in choosing the plan for your new home will pay dividends in 
years of comfort and satisfaction. In this book are plans for homes costing 
$12,000 and less to build, selected for their convenience, economy and 
general appeal. If you do not find a plan which fills your requirements, 


the services of our competent staff of architects. 


If you finance under the National Housing Act, both FHA and the 
institution from which you borrow must approve your plans. Whether 
or not your loan is insured under FHA, it is advisable to see that con- 
struction meets FHA standards. 


The selection of your lot is one of the most important decisions you 
will make in planning your home. Consider its accessibility to your busi- 
ness; to transportation, a shopping center, schools and playgrounds. 
Property is more desirable if located off a main thoroughfare. Investigate 
building restrictions and find out whether they require homes within 
a certain price range and whether they protect you against future indus- 
trial and commercial development. Whether or not you intend to apply 
for a loan, you will be wise to ascertain if property in the district you 
consider is approved for FHA loans. 


Remember when you are choosing your lot that its price should be 
comparable to prices on other lots in similar areas, and that it should

represent not more than one-fifth nor less than one-tenth the total cost 
of the property you intend to build. Look at other houses in the district 
and ask yourself how they will look ten years from now. Examine the 
condition of street paving and the slope of the lot. Paving assessments, 


exceptionally deep foundations, and drainage problems will mean extra 
expense. 


You should expect the real estate agent or property owner from 
whom you are buying to be able to furnish printed contract of sale guar- 
anteeing delivery of clear title, payment of back taxes and assessments. 
He should be able to tell you whether sewers and utilities are at the prop- 
erty line. Remember that installation of a septic tank and fees for 


bringing utilities more than a specified number of feet will increase the 
cost of building. 


If you have determined and taken into consideration general assess- 


ments against your property, if you find that police and fire protection 
are adequate. 


Most homes are built with the aid of a single-mortgage home loan 
made by mortgage companies. The Federal Housing Administration was 
created by an act of Congress in order to make it possible for people in 
all walks of life to secure a mortgage with extended monthly maturity. 
To insure reliable loaning institutions to make such loans, the Federal 
Housing Administration insures them against loss. Before the creation 
of FHA, the average mortgage loam was made on a basis of 50% of valua- 
tion, with the loan maturing in a period of three years, Mortgages were 
rewritten for not more than ten years, 


It is, of course, wise, in financing your home, to pay as much as pos- 
sible in the beginning, reducing the size of your monthly payments. But 
under your insured mortgage you need fear no hidden expenses. Your 
monthly payments, no more than reasonable rent, are reducing the prin- 
cipal of your mortgage and there will be no high maturity payments to 
meet. Eventually you will own your home, free of debt! 


The following table shows allowable monthly charges for the first 
year for home financing under the National Housing Act for each $1,- 
000 of the loan desired over a period from 5 to 25 years. The servicing 


agency pays the taxes and fire insurance premiums—so each month the 
Owner includes in his payment 1/12th of their annual cost. 


*MONTHLY FOR EXAMPLE, the total monthly 
TERM OF PAYMENT payments on a $3,000 FHA Loan 
PERS 1200 would be 3 X $6.73, or $20.19, plus 
1/12th the annual taxes and fire 
insurance premiums, for a period of 
20 years, if existing construction, 
or 3 X $5.96, or $17.88, plus 1/12th 
annual taxes and fire insurance if 
25 years : new construction.

On existing construction loans the term cannot exceed 20 years, the _ 
principal amount cannot exceed $16,000, and the loan cannot exceed 80% - ae 


of the appraised value of the house and lot. 


If you are insuring your home under FHA, construction will be — 
checked by an administration inspector as it progresses, and practically ae i 
every requirement for a safe and enduring home must be met. Building __ 
and surfacing materials must be of good quality, foundations and roofs 
must be sound, electric wiring safe. Heating and hot water systems must — 
be adequate. . 


Remember that use of good materials in construction will eliminate 
later expense and annoyance. Solid construction, sound-proofing, and 
placing of closets between rooms will help to eliminate noise. Plumbing — 
stacks in walls should be wrapped in sound-deadening felt. A properly in- 
sulated roof will mean savings on heating bills, a cooler home in Summer. — 


You will be satisfied longest if you choose a simple style of archi- a 
tecture, free from faddish extremes. Wall spaces in all rooms should be i 
large enough to permit attractive arrangement of furniture. Closet and 
storage space, in the basement and elsewhere, should be adequate. Proper — ee 
insulation will pay for itself in savings on fuel, and an efficient, economi- — 
cal heating plant is well worth the initial outlay. | 


Think carefully of your needs when choosing a plan. Will you re- oe : 
quire a dining room for entertaining? How many bedrooms will be 
needed now and later? Homes with more than three bedrooms in regular 
use should have a second bathroom. Your garage should be convent aa 
situated and adequate in size. ‘ 


See to it that electric fixtures are well placed, that switches and mas 
ter switch box are convenient. Now, while you are building, is the time to 
install plenty of outlets for lamps and appliances. Choose porcelain fix 
tures with an eye to the future, considering how they will look in ten — 
years. These are difficult to replace and expensive. Stairs should not be x 
steep, yet should not occupy excessive space. For economical construc- 
tion, the same chimney should be used for fireplace and furnace outlet. E
